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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-5 and 12-21 in the reply filed on 
May 23, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the restriction is 
not proper. This is not found persuasive because with multiple species it is the 
responsibility of the applicant to point out which claims correspond to the various 
species shown in the figures. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Crank in view of Hoffman '466. 

There is disclosed in Crank a popcorn maker comprising: a heating chamber, 
wherein the heating chamber comprises, a vessel 10 and a heating unit 38 coupled to 
the vessel; and a rotary table loading system 26, 28 coupled to the heating chamber. 

Hoffman discloses the use of a "self-regulating" or "positive temperature 
coefficient" heating unit 20 to heat a water reservoir which uses various amounts of 
water for producing different amounts of coffee. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the heating unit 
of Crank with that disclosed in Hoffman, in order to improve the heating characteristics 
of the heating chamber. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Gottlieb, Rossebo et al., Hoffman '465 and JP 57- 
12968 are cited for their disclosure of the state of the art.
